In  August,  the  Wake  Forest  Divinit}'  School 
became  the  fii^t  professional  school  to  join 
the  Wake  Forest  family  since  the  Babcock 
Graduate  School  of  Management  was  founded 
in  1969.  The  Divinit)'  School,  headed  by  Dr. 
Bill  J.  Leonard,  offers  studies  in  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  Biblical  Languages.  Church 
Histor)-,  Theology  Honiiletics,  the  Art  of 
Pretiching,  Worslilp,  Pastoral  Care  and  a  three- 
year  Master  of  Divinity  degree. 

The  idea  of  opening  a  school  of  dieolog}' 
had  been  bantered  around  since  the  middle  of 
the  1940's,  The  idea  became  a  realit}'  when, 
in  1989,  the  trustees  approved  the  start  of  a 
divinity  school.  The  road  to  opening  the 
Divinit)'  School  begtui  in  199i  when  Vi'alter 
Harrelson,  a  fomier  Dean  of  the  Universit)'  of 
Chicago  and  \'anderbilt  Lniversit)  Divitiit) 


Schools,  was  hired  to  hnd  a  way  to  build  the 
new  school.  In  I99ti,  Harrelson  retired  and 
Leonard  was  appointed  as  the  first  Dean  of 
the  Divinit)'  School, 

Leonard  faced  the  daunting  task  of 
assembling  a  facult)'  that  would  allow  the 
Dirinit)'  School  to  be  'Christian  by  tradition, 
ecumenical  in  outlook,  and  Baptist  in 
heritage,"  One  of  Leonard's  first  steps  in 
building  the  Divinit)'  School  of  the  presenl 
was  to  reach  into  the  school's  p;isl.  In  April  of 
1998,  Dr  Phyllis  Trible,  a  professor  from  1963 
tilll97 1 ,  Dr,  Frank  'Ripper,  and  Fatlier  Samuel 
W'eber,  O.S.B,  were  all  appointed  as  professors. 
Six  months  later,  Dr  Alexandra  R.  Brown 
and  Dr.  James  M,  Dunn  were  named  as 
visitingprofessoi^.

"When  1  showed  a  colleague  visiting  from 
another  university'  our  high-tech  classrooms, 
he  was  green  with  enw."  said  Dr,  Mary 
Friedman,  an  associate  professor  of  Spanish, 
Friedman  went  on  to  describe  the  campus's 
newest  addition,  "East  Hall  is  such  a 
showplace...the  atrium  of  the  building 
makes  it  open  and  airy,  really  inviting.  And 
there's  even  a  kitchen!"  She  recommends 
that  every  student  come  to  see  the  grandeur 
that  is  East  Hall.  With  its  five  floors  of 
classrooms  and  offices,  East  sits  on  the 
Magnolia  Quad  between  Carswell  and 
Calloway  Halls. 

Home  to  the  departments  of  Psychology, 
Romance  Languages,  and  German  and 
Russian,  this  80,000  square-foot  building 
offers  students  a  wide  array  of  technological 
innovations  in  every  classroom.  East  Hall  is 
equipped  with  a  vast  amount  of  technology 
to  enhance  student  education.  East  offers 
students  and  professors  DVD  in  the  classroom 
as  well  as  VCRs  and  audio  equipment. 

Although  several  construction  delays 
caused  the  building  to  open  in  the  middle  of 
the  fall  semester,  students  agree  that  it  was 
well  worth  the  wait.  Lao-Tan  Scotto 
emphasized,  "The  university  put  a  lot  of  effort 
and  money  into  the  building,  and  in  my 
opinion  it  is  the  nicest  classroom  building 


on  this  campus  now,  especially  with  the 
skylight," 

The  third-floor  atrium  combined  with 
several  centrally-located  study  rooms  present 
an  excellent  study  environment  for  students.

After  a  Fall  Washout,  the  University 
Combines  TU/o  Convocations  Into  One 


In  the  commerce  driven,  technological 
world,  the  environment  must  take  the 
forefront  according  to  David  Suzuki,  award- 
winning  scientist,  environmentalist  and 
broadcaster 

"There  is  no  environment  'out  there'  . . . 
we  are  the  earth  because  we  are  made  up  of 
the  stuff  of  the  earth,"  Suzuki  said, 

Suzuki  was  the  guest  speaker  at  Founder's 
Day  Convocation  on  Feb.  10  at  11  a.m.  in  a 
packed  Wait  Chapel,  Large  numbers  of 
students  came  out  to  hear  the 
environmentalist's  fact-based  fears  over  the 
future  of  a  neglected  environment. 

According  to  Suzuki,  mankind  is 
transfonning  40  to  50  percent  of  the  world's 
land  mass  to  suit  its  needs  and  half  of  the 
world's  fresh  water  surfaces. 

Suzuki  awed  the  crowd  with  his  m:issive 
knowledge  on  the  changing  face  of  the  planet 
due  to  humanit)''s  interference. 

"We  have  added  more  than  30  percent  of 
carbon  dioxide  to  the  environment,"  Suzuki 
said.  "That  30  percent  is  alreiidy  showing  itself 
in  global  wanning." 

In  his  world-wide  travels,  Suzuki  said  one 
of  die  most  tragic  indicators  of  the  loss  of  flora, 
fauna,  and  natural  stabilit)'  was  easily  found 
by  seeking  out  an  elder  of  that  community 
and  asking  how  things  have  changed  since 
their  childhood. 

"All  over  the  world  our  elders  are  a  living 
record  of  the  change  that  has  taken  phicc  over 
the  span  of  a  single  life  time,"  Suzuki  said. 

Yet,  one  does  not  have  to  be  an  elder  to  know 
the  planet  is  headed  towards  ecological 
disaster;  Suzuki  presented  a  document  to  the 
crowd  signed  by  over  half  the  Nobel  Prize 
winners  still  living.

"These  are  the  leading  scientists  of  the 
world, "  Suzuki  said. 

In  the  document,  these  scientists  stated, 
"Human  activit)'  is  a  significant  factor  in 
global  warming." 

The  document  also  states  that  as  few  ;ts  10 
years  remain  during  which  certain  ecological 
disaster,  "where  the  prospects  of  humanity  will 
diminish,"  can  still  be  circumvented,  Suzuki 
said. 

While  the  crowd  with  its  standing  ovation 
had  hoped  to  hear  more  of  Suzuki's  speech, 
tlie  speaker  had  to  shorten  his  planned  oration 
due  to  the  need  to  combine  the  excelled  Fall 
Convocation's  award  ceremonies  with 
Founder's  Day's  awards. 

Tlie  highest  of  all  the  university's  honors, 
the  Medallion  of  Merit,  was  presented  to  Dr 
Richard  Janeway,  a  professor  of  medicine  and 
management  and  executive  vice  president  for 
health  affairs  emeritus.  Janeway 's  career, 
spanning  34  years  at  the  university  has 
included  23  years  as  dean  and  seven  years  as 
president  for  health  affairs  and  seven  years  as 
executive  vice  president  for  health  affairs. 

The  Kulynuych  Family  Omicron  Delta 
Kappa  Award  for  Contribution  to  Student  Life 
was  presented  to  Mary  Dalton,  a 
communications  professor

Alcohol  101 

The  Ongoing  Debate  Concerning  the 
Wake  Forest  Ah:ohol  Policy 


On  a  tvpical  weekend  night,  many  students 
enjoy  heading  out  to  one  of  the  fraternity 
parties  taking  place  on  campus.  While  these 
parties  are  always  carefully  registered  with 
the  administration,  there  is  always  the  threat 
tliat  students  will  take  it  upon  themselves  to 
drink  underage.  In  order  to  ensure  the  health 
and  safety  of  each  student,  the  University 
enforces  a  campus-wide  alcohol  policy  tliat 
regulates  ;ind  restricts  the  drinking  that  takes 
place  on  campus. 

Under  this  poliq,  students  over  the  age  of 
21  are  restricted  to  drinking  residence  hall 
rooms,  Universit)'  apartments,  le:ised  lounges, 
suite/hallway  lounges,  and  satellite  and  theme 
houses.  Also,  any  alcoholic  beverage  with 
alcohol  content  of  more  than  18  percent  by 
volume  can  only  be  consumed  in  private 
residence  hall  rooms.  The  most  noticeable 
example  of  enforcement  can  be  seen  at  the 
fraternity  parties.  Before  anyone  c;ui  enter 
one  of  the  fraternity  lounges  during  party 
hours,  they  must  stop  at  the  front  of  the  tower 
and  sign  into  die  part);  giving  their  full  name, 
date  of  birth,  signature,  and  photo 
identification.  Students  21  and  older  are  given 
wristbands  that  identify'  them  as  being  of  legal 
age.  This  year  a  new  weapon  in  the  battle 
against  underage  drinking  was  added  in  the 
fomiofAlcohol  Law  Enforcement  (ALE),  AlJi's 
were  officers  that  were  charged  with  enforcing 
drinking  laws  mostly  at  off-campus  parties. 


There  were  many  rumors  that  ALE's  were 
undercover  at  on-campus  parties. 

Wliile  this  poliq  was  established  in  an 
effort  to  decrease  under-age  consumption  of 
alcohol  for  the  safety  of  the  Wake  Forest 
community,  it  has  been  met  with  controversy. 
Some  students  and  faculty  members  have 
expressed  the  opinion  that  the  strict  alcohol 
poliq  encourages  under-age  students  to  binge 
drink  before  going  out  to  the  fraternity  parties. 
In  his  address  to  the  freshmen  class  and  their 
parents  on  August  19di,  President  Thomas  K. 
Hearn  Jr  addressed  the  subject  of  binge 
drinkingoncmipus.  "Getting  w:isted  or  binge 
drinking  is  fraught  with  so  many  dangers 
that  it  amounts  to  a  literal  game  of  Russian 
roulette  Of  students  who  drink,  one-third 
will  drink  to  get  drunk.  Alcohol  is  involved  in 
95  percent  of  violent  crimes  on  campus,  and 
almost  half  of  the  academic  problems  are 
alcohol  related.  Alcohol  is  the  largest 
contributing  factor  to  the  leading  cause  of 
teenage  death  —  traffic  accidents,"  said 
Hearn. 

The  issues  and  debates  stemming  from 
the  alcohol  policy  are  ongoing.  The  issue  at 
the  heart  of  the  debate,  however,  is  the  safety 
and  well  being  of  students  at  Wake  Forest.

Record-high  floodwaters  covered  much  of 
e;istem  North  Carolina  in  the  fall  of  1999 
after  two  hurricanes  hit  the  state  within  a  few 
weeks  of  each  other  After  E;istern  North 
Ciirolina  residents  were  just  starting  cleanup 
from  Hurricane  Dennis,  on  Sept.  1 S,  Hurricane 
Floyd  added  -.mother  15  inches  of  rain  and 
long-lasting  devastation 

The  Hurricane  Floyd  killed  over  50  people 
and  caused  over  S6  billion  worth  of  damage 
to  tlie  state. 

The  hurricane  did  not  directly  affect 

campus,  but  the  campus  responded  to  the 

requests  for  help  from  the  areas  severely 

affected.  Many  student  organizations  helped 

aid  the  roughly  57,000  families  whose  homes 

were  damaged  or  destroyed  in  the  stonn. 

Several  groups  donated  time  to  rebuilding  and 

goods  to  food  drives  to  benefit  the  flood  victims. 

Lambda  Chi  Alpha  fratemity  helped  unload 

■(0,000  pounds  of  potatoes  and  distribute  them 

to  different  food  banks  in  Greensboro  where 

they  were  then  sent  to  flood  victims.  Lambda 

Chi  president  Andy  MacDougall  said  it  was  a 

good  way  for  the  fratemity  to  accomplish  two 

goals. 

"Every  year  Lamda  Chi  International  has 
a  food  drive,"  MacDougall  said.  "We  saw  this 
as  a  good  opportunit)'  to  both  help  out  the 
recent  Hood  victims  in  Eastem  Carolina  and 


contribute  to  our  national  food  drive." 

The  Resident  Student  Association  started 
a  program  in  all  North  Carolina  universities 
refen-ed  to  as  NCAID,  in  the  hopes  of  raising 
money  in  all  schools  to  send  to  eastem  North 
Carolina  victims,  ;ind  specifically  to  universities 
such  ;is  East  Carolina  University  that  were  hit 
the  hardest  by  Humcane  Floyd  The  efforts  of 
RSA  were  proven  to  be  quite  successful 
throughout  the  state. 

Several  months  ;ifter  the  floodwaters  had 
started  receding,  Eastem  North  Carolina  was 
still  in  need  of  aid.  Many  students  spent  their 
spring  breaks  helping  to  rebuild  areas  damaged 
in  the  floods.  While  other  students  took  trips 
to  Florida  or  went  home,  students  involved  in 
the  organizations  of  Habitat  for  Humanit)-, 
Forest  Fire,  and  Intervaisltj- devoted  their  week 
off  from  school  to  the  continual  aid  of  flood 
victims. 

The  communit)-  took  the  time  to  help 
Eastem  North  Carolina  victims  in  their  efforts 
of  rebuilding  their  communities  and  continue 
todoso.

Students  Enjoy   Time  Off  From 
Classes  and  Fun  In  The  Cold 


The  wealher  outside  was  frightening,  but 
a  day  off  from  classes  was  so  delightful.  On 
Januar)'  18,  snow  and  ice  storms  closed  the 
campus  for  the  entire  day  and  the  aftennath 
cancelled  early  morning  chisses  for  several 
days.  For  days  tlie  voice  of  Kevin  Cox  greeted 
students  with  news  of  class  cancellations  ;md 
weather  warnings, 

Vi'hile  the  roads  were  treacherous,  students 
across  campus  tixik  the  opportunit)'  to  enjoy  a 
rare  blanketing  of  snow  on  campus  by 
sledding,  participating  in  snow  ball  fights, 
and  by  creating  both  snow  men  and  snow 
angels.  News  reports  announced  snow  falls  of 
up  to  five  inches,  and  while  five  inches  may 
seem  hardly  a  reason  to  c;incel  class  in  some 
parts  of  the  countr,'.  the  snow  paired  with 
layers  of  freezing  rain  caused  treacherous 
travel  conditions  for  the  entire  week. 

These  storms  brought  about  the  first 
school  closing  since  1996  when  similar  ice 
slomis  hit  the  area.

A  Fight  Against  Racism  40 
Years  Ago  Is  Revisited 


Even'  student  has  his  or  her  own  idea  of 
how  to  live  out  Pro  Humanitate  ( For  the  Good 
of  Man),  In  1960.  10  Vi'ake  Forest  College 
students,  11  students  from  W'inston-Salem 
Teachers  College  (N'owVi'inston-Salem  State 
Universit)-) ,  and  C;irl  Mattliews  decided  to  t;ike 
a  seat  for  an  ideal  that  would  help  all  of 
mankind.  On  Februar\'  23  1960,  these  22 
individuals  protested  against  the  racially 
segregated  lunch  counters  at  a  downtown 
W'oolw'orth's  store  After  refusing  to  leave,  the 
group  was  arrested  and  charged  with 
trespassing.  The  black  students  and  white 
students  were  given  separate  trials  and  all 
were  found  gudt)'.  Eventually,  guilty  was 
changed  into  a  prayer  for  judgement,  but  the 
battle  did  not  end  in  the  courtroom.  City 
officials  and  the  managers  of  the  Woolworth 
store  met  and  on  May  25,  I960,  a  scant  107 
da\-s  after  the  sit-in,  and  Carl  Mattliews  was 
the  first  black  served  at  the  counter 

Tivent)'  years  later,  eight  of  the  21  students, 
along  with  Carl  Matthews,  returned  to 
downtown  to  celebrate  their  triumph  over 
racism,  Txo  days  of  events  reflected  on  the

The  crowning  event  of  the  ceremonies  was 
the  unveiling  of  a  histoncal  marker  near  the 
site  of  the  sit-in.  The  ceremony  began  with 
die  original  protestors,  their  family  and  friends, 
cih'  leaders,  and  members  of  the  community 
marching  from  the  Sawtooth  Center  on  the 
campus  of  Winston-Salem  State  University  to 
the  dedication  site  at  11 W,  4th  St.  Once  at  the 
site,  the  participants  sang  protest  songs 
culminating  in  "We  Shall  Overcome,"  After 
the  song.  Winston-Salem  mayor,  Jack 
Cavanagh  spoke,  Cavanagh  noted  that  because 
of  the  sit-in,  "the  city  became  a  leader  in  the 
civil  rights  movement,  allowing  citizens  to 
exercise  their  rights  without  being  condemned 
to  discrimination  because  of  the  hue  or  color 
of  their  skin " 

Many  students  attended  the  unveiling 
ceremony  Benjamin  Porter,  who  attended 
the  event  with  his  Struggles  and  Freedoms  of 
South  Africa  and  the  United  States  class  said. 
"It  w;is  a  great  success.  It  was  great  to  take 
time  to  remember  one  of  the  local  events  that 
impacted  the  civil  rights  movement  on  a 
national  level  It  brought  together  ;in  older 
more  infomied  group  and  combined  them 
with  students  of  all  ages,"

Divisiciii  Over  Umon 

Campus  and  Conamtnity  Divided  Over 
Beliefs,  University  Censorship 


A  proposed  same  sex  union  in  Wait  Chapel 
and  tlie  universin's  initial  recommendation 
against  it  caused  by  far  the  largest  controversy' 
on  campus  during  the  f;dl. 
Wendy  Scott  and  Susan  Parker,  a  divinity 
school  student,  began  trying  to  schedule  a 
imion  ceremony  in  Wait  Chapel  in  Januar)-  of 
die  same  year.  On  Sept,  8,  aji  ad  lire  committee 
of  the  board  of  trustees  released  a  statement 
saying  that  based  on  the  "prevailingcollective 
wisdom  of  the  church,"  the  trustees  would 
recommend  that  the  university  should  not 
hold  a  same  sex  union  in  Wait  Chapel 
President  Thomas  K,  Hearn  Jr  released  a 
coinciding  letter         supporting 

nondiscrimination.  Aldiough  neither  letter 
expressly  forbid  the  union,  many  who  read 
them  interpreted  diem  as  a  prohibition. 
Following  the  release  of  the  two  statements. 
S;indra  Boyette,  die  vice  president  for  university 
advancement,  told  members  of  WFDD,  the 
university's  National  Public  Radio  affiliate, 
to  only  cover  the  story  by  relaying  the 
information  from  the  trustees'  and  Heam's 
releases.  Staff  members  at  WFDD  later  said 
diey  felt  that  their  jobs  were  threatened  and 
that  Boyette 's  request  was  an  act  of  censorship. 
The  morality  and  ethics  of  a  s;uiie  sex  union 
and  Boyette's  actions  were  widely  debated  in 
campus,  local,  state,  and  even  national  press. 
Man)'  students  rallied  behind  the  couple  and 
what  they  felt  was  the  couple's  right  to  have 
their  love  expressed  in  a  public  ceremony  Led 
by  members  of  the  Gay  Straight  Student 


Alliaice,  over  2, 100  students  signed  a  petition 
against  discrimination  that  also  :isked  the 
trustees  to  rescind  their  recommendation 
against  the  union. 

After  near!)'  a  month  of  controversy,  Hearn 
made  the  union  and  the  censorship  of  WFDD 
the  main  thmst  of  his  Sept.  28  State  of  the 
Union  address.  He  referred  to  the  trustees' 
statement  as  "universally  misunderstood, " 
saying  that  he  and  the  tmstees  never  meant  to 
forbid  the  union  but,  at  the  same  time,  did 
not  want  to  involuntarily  sanction  it. 
Chaplain  Ed  Christmm  said  diat  Heam's  State 
of  the  Union  address  helped  clarify'  die  issue 
for  him,  so  on  Oct.  5  he  said  he  would  agree 
to  schedule  a  siune  sex  union  if  the  couple 
asked. 

A  faculty  committee  investigated  the  WTDD 
situation  and  released  a  final  recommendation 
that  control  of  the  station  be  moved  to  the 
Provost  Office  from  University  Advancement. 
Because  of  the  strong  campus  support  for  the 
union,  some  students  felt  the  trustees  were 
out  of  touch  with  the  university.  Martin  Price, 
a  member  of  GSSA.  spoke  to  members  of  the 
board  of  trustees  about  this  sentiment  and 
about  the  union  when  the  trustees  met  in 
October  The  trustees  then  pledged  to  increase 
communication  with  the  campus.

The  Xi  Zeta 
chapter  may  be  small  in  number  but  we  are  involved  m  almost  ever}'  organization  on  campus 
including  athletics.  Volunteer  Service  Corps,  Honor  and  Ethics  Council,  Residence  Life  and 
Housing,  E.X.C.E.L,,  theater,  and  intramural  sports.  We  also  take  an  active  role  in  the 
communit)'  of  Winston-Salem  by  volunteering  at  the  Boy's  Club,  Sickle  Cell  Foundation, 
Battered  Women's  Shelter,  Salvation  Aniiy.  and  March  of  Dimes,  It  is  evident  througli  our 
organization  that  it  is  not  the  number  of  people  that  makes  a  qualit\-  organization,  but  the 
number  of  qualit)'  people.

physiology,  nutrition  and  metabolism,  biomech;mics  and  neuromuscular 
function,  and  health  psycholog}'. 

The  HES  major  prepares  students  for  a  career  in  a  broad  field  of  heath 
professions  Most  of  the  students  in  the  department  take  one  of  three 
courses  after  graduation.  The  first  and  most  popular  route  is  .Miled  Health, 
Many  students  desire  to  become  physical  therapists,  physicians,  physician 
assistants,  nurses,  occupational  therapists,  or  athletic  trainers.  The  second 
route  taken  is  to  enter  a  career  in  Health  and  Exercise  Science.

Phwics  sometimes  referred  to  as  one  of  the  most  basic  of  the 
iciences,  not  only  gives  an  understanding  of  the  phwical  characteristics  of 
)ur  universe,  but  also  surrounds  us  in  our  day  to  day  actiNities.  Of  the 
echnologic;d  advances  that  come  from  our  society,  many  of  these  advances 
ire  due  to  physics  and  work  in  physics  laboratories. 

The  study  of  physics  is  challenging,  yet  it  develops  die  student's 
ntellectual  diinking.  The  small  physics  department  housed  in  the  Olin 
'hysical  Laboratory'  in  considered  ideal  for  students  planning  a  future  in  a 
ield  involving  phj-sics.  The  building  itself  is  excellent  for  teaching,  research, 
md  study  Facilities  offered  by  Olin  for  the  physics  department  include 
ecture  halls,  teaching  laboratories,  a  student  computer  room,  a  study 


space  for  majors,  a  room  for  the  Student  Physics  Society,  which  is  an 
undergraduate  organization  diat  promotes  the  development  of  students 
both  intellectually  and  socially  a  machine  shop,  a  research  computer,  and 
research  laboratories. 

Physics  majors  take  a  set  of  core  courses  in  order  to  learn  the 
fundamentals  of  physics  before  they  take  elective  courses  and  do  directed 
research.  Amajor  usually  starts  with  the  introductory- Physics  I13and  114 
classes  during  freshman  year.  Also  Calculus  11 1  and  1 12  are  requirements 
for  die  phj-sics  major  and  are  suggested  to  be  taken  while  taking  the  Ph\-sics 
1 13  and  114  classes.  There  is  not  one.  but  diree  degrees  offered  for  a  major 
in  Physics:  a  BA.  BS,  or  BA/MS  degrees.  A  BA  degree  is  for  students  who  do 
not  plan  to  pursue  a  graduate  degree  in  ph\-sics.  but  help  prepare  students 
for  professional  schools  such  as  Medicine,  Business,  or  Law.  A  BS  degree  is 
for  students  who  plan  to  hold  careers  in  Pln-sics  with  or  without  a  graduate 
degree.  The  BA/MS  degree  is  for  students  who  plan  on  pursuing  graduate 
study 

Research  interests  in  the  Physics  Department  are  focused  on 
several  areas  of  Physics.  These  areas  are  condensed  matter  of  phwics, 
biological  physics,  gravitation,  field  dieorv'  particle  physics,  and  astrophysics, 
atomic  physics,  and  medical  physics. 

The  Department  of  Phv-sics  offers  the  atmosphere  of  a  small  liberal  arts 
college,  but  also  provides  opportunities  tliat  are  usually  associated  widi 
larger  universities,  granting  the  best  education  in  the  best  atmosphere.

1999-2000  Students  Are  The  First 
Tb  Live  In  The  New  Flow  House 


The  past  year  saw  the  opening  of  the  Flow 
House  in  Vienna,  Austria,  a  gift  from  Wake  Forest 
trustees  Vic  and  Roddy  Flow.  The  house  is  a  beautiful, 
yellow,  turn-of-the-centur\  building  sitting  on  the 
corner  of  Gustav  Tschermakgasse  and 
Hasenauerstrasse  in  the  cozy  residential  Nineteenth 
District  of  Vienna,  In  August  1999.  its  doors  were 
opened  as  fourteen  students  and  a  professor  and  his 
wife  entered,  beginning  an  unforgettable  semester 

The  students  were  strangers  then,  but 
through  shared  e.xperiences,  became  a  family,  a 
supportive  unit  that  saw  each  other  through  so  much. 
Dr  Larry  West  and  Viennese  professors  Giinter  Heike 
and  Beatrice  Ottersbach  taught  the  students,  but 
also  became  their  friends.  Together  they  faced  an 
unfamiliar  culture  and  city  and  grew  to  love  both. 

Vienna  is  an  enchanting  city   Stepping 


onto  the  Ringstrasse  (Vienna's  main  street)  is  like 
stepping  back  to  the  turn-of-the-cenlury  [fin  tie 
sikie).  St  Stephens  Cathedral,  the  heart  of  the 
Imperial  City  goes  back  even  earlier  to  the  (iothic 
14"'  Century,  Vienna  offered  us  everything  we  could 
want  -  music,  food,  art,  wine,  histor\',  charm,  and 
beauty  Together  we  discovered  its  museums  and  its 
nightlife. 

Located  at  the  gateway  between  Eastern 
and  Western  Europe,  Vienna  offered  the  opportunity 
to  visit  locations  ;is  diverse  as  Paris  and  Krakow, 
Venice  and  Prague.  Those  who  were  up  for  longer 
trips  even  made  it  to  London  and  Scandinavia.

For  the  spring  semester,  Kat\'  Harriger  of 
the  pobtics  department  was  chosen  to  Hve  at  Worrell 
House  along  with  her  husband  and  twelve-year-old 
son,  Erin,  Harriger  selected  the  students  with  whom 
she  would  share  die  house. 

"I  looked  for  a  diverse  group  of  people.  I 
also  wanted  individuals  who  1  thought  could  take  care 
of  diemselves,"  she  said. 

On  January'  10,  2000,  the  jet-lagged  and 
luggage-laden  students  arrived  at  the  house  to  begin 
their  four-month  stay.  As  students  tried  to  acclimate 
themselves  to  living  in  London,  they  also  had  to 
acclimate  themselves  to  living  with  each  other  .Most  of 
the  students  did  not  know  each  other  pnor  to  their 
decision  to  study  at  Worrell  House.  The  first  few  weeks 


involved  a  process  of  getting  acquainted,  and  also 
learning  how  to  share  living  space  Students  noted  that 
the  situation  w;is  similar  to  that  of  MTV's  The  Real 
World. 

"Getting  to  know  everyone  w;is  a  process 
that  Wits  difficult  at  times,  but  rewarding.  You  definitely 
get  different  perspectives  on  things  when  living  with  a 
group  of  people, "  WHO  said. 

The  students  and  professor  must  also  get 
accustomed  to  living  with  each  other  "Living  with 
your  professor  is  definitely  a  different  experience  On 
one  level,  you  get  to  know  them  as  a  friend  or  a  parent, 
but  on  another  level,  they  still  grade  you,  "Junior  Melissa 
Shields  said.

Wesley  Learns  About  Poverty,  Love  in  Dominican  Repulic 


Returning  to  school  after  Spring  Break,  I  could  not  help 
but  notice  tlie  vast  differences  between  my  expenence  in  the 
Dominican  Republic  with  the  Wesley  Foundation  and  my 
friends'  stories  of  endless  nights  of  parties  and  recreation. 

Ttiey  spoke  of  the  memories  they  had  made  on  a  Florida 
Beach  or  a  secluded  Caribbean  island:  I  was  unable  to  even 
begin  to  express  the  lessons  I  had  been  taught  by  61 
impoverished  children  in  a  rundown  orphanage  in  San 
Cristobal 

No  one  could  understand  why  I  had  given  up  a  week  of 
freedom  to  serve  people  I  had  never  met  before.  I  showed  tlieni 
pictures  of  the  kids,  told  them  stories  of  their  love,  and  tried  as 
best  1  could  to  express  my  new  oudook  on  poverty  and  humanity. 

However,  in  my  futile  attempt  to  express  such  a  holy 
expenence  in  mere  mortal  words,  I  realized  the  true  value  of 


Wesley's  trip  to  the  Dominican  Republic:  We  had  retumed  as 
different  people 

No  longer  can  we  pass  by  a  homeless  man  pleading  for  a 
dime  on  the  street  and  turn  away  pretending  that  he  does  not 
pertain  to  us.  No  longer  can  we  consume  a  surplus  of  food  at 
the  Pit  without  thinking  of  how-  many  people  we  could  have 
fed  with  our  single  portion  No  longer  can  we  look  at  the 
world  outside  of  the  Vi'ake  Forest  bubble,  where  children  go 
hungry  ;md  the  elderly  are  forgotten,  where  a  mother  stands 
on  die  sidewalk  holding  her  baby  boy  in  her  amis  because  she 
has  nothing  else  to  nourish  him  with  but  her  maternal  love. 
No  longer  can  we  see  die  true  atrocities  of  humanity  prevail  in 
this  world  without  crying  out  in  our  hearts  with  empathy  and 
in  our  deeds  with  love.

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Student  Government  is  not  a  club,  organization,  or 
association;  it  is  indeed  a  government  that  initiates  proposals 
and  policies  while  reacting  to  student  concerns. 

SG  is  comprised  of  over  one  hundred  students  in  the 
executive,  judicial,  and  legislative  branches. 

The  group  conquered  several  initiatives  that  improved  the 
community-  during  the  1999-2000  academic  year. 

The  off-campus  ;uid  social  policies  were  reviewed  by  two 
c:unpus-\vide  surveys.  As  a  result,  several  administrative  part)' 
policies  being  eased,  including  extending  the  length  of  parties. 

SG  also  helped  extend  the  hours  of  the  Benson  Fitness 

Center  and  administered  a  survey  on  Student  Health  Services. 

Because  of  SG's  efforts,  an  online  book  exch;inge  now  aids 

students  in  selling  their  textbooks  and  helps  other  smdenLs 

buy  them  at  discounted  prices. 

SG  also  addressed  perspective  students  that  might  enter 
Wake  Forest  neM  year  by  sending  admitted  students  packages, 
which  included  information  from  several  offices  and 
organizations  on  campus. 

Concerns  of  increasing  campus  security  issues  were 
addressed  by  adding  three  blue  light  phones  in  high-risk 
areas. 

Projects  such  as  restructuring  the  student  basketball  ticket 
pickup  process  aid  helping  to  change  tailgating  policies  for 
football  next  year  will  help  school  spirit  for  athletics. 
Members  of  SG  helped  beautify  campus  through  projects 


such  as  a  fratemity  party  reading  progr:ini  and  c;uiipus-wide 
cleanup  days. 

SG  granted  charters  to  nine  new  campus  organizations 
and  provided  funding  for  another  ten  groups  that  help  to 
diversift'  participation  in  extracurricular  activities. 

Student  Budget  Advisory  (jjuncil  is  the  group  within  SG 
diat  allocated  just  over  $476,000  in  tlie  fall  to  chartered  ciunpus 
organizations. 

SBAC  also  initiated  a  Special  Events  fund  that  distributed 
money  to  groups  that  brought  special  lecturers  or  programs  to 
CMupus.  In  the  fund's  inaugural  year  SBAC  distributed  almost 
S33,O00  to  U  student  organizations 

Anotlier  group  within  SG,  the  Board  of  Investigatore  and 
Advisors,  received  the  $500  Pro  Humanitate  Award  for  best 
exemplifying  the  university's  motto. 

SG  is  looking  forward  to  the  2000-2001  academic  year  It 
plans  to  play  a  major  role  in  the  Presidential  Debates  on 
campus.  The  legislature  will  also  continue  its  efforts  next  year 
with  important  student  issues  like  writing  a  modified  honor 
code  statement  that  would  reinvigorate  the  sense  of  honor  at 
the  university. 

SG  has  infomied  the  student  body  on  several  of  the  stated 
issues  through  its  posters  around  campus,  with  e-mails  sent 
from  legislators  to  constituents,  and  through  its  Web  site 
(wv^w.saidents.wfu.edu/sg/).  Students  are  also  encouraged 
to  e-mail  sg@wfu.edu  with  any  questions  or  concems.

Honor  and  Ethics  Council  Maintains  Campus  Standards

The  Honors  and  Ethics  Council  is  an  important  part  of  the 
student  division.  It  oversees  c;ises  of  lying,  cheating,  stealing, 
and  any  otlier  academic  violation  according  to  the  honor  code. 
It  is  unique  in  that  primarily  students  njn  it.  Each  case  is 
confidential  and  remains  confidential  following  the  trials. 

The  process  the  Honors  and  Ethics  Council  follow's  is 
thorough  and  impartial.  First,  a  letter  goes  to  the  accused 
person  describing  what  the  violation  they  are  being  charged 
with  is.  The  person  is  assigned  an  advisor  who  will  represent 
them  during  the  trial.  An  investigator  is  also  assigned  to  the 
case  to  question  witnesses  and  call  them  to  the  trial.  The  date 
of  the  trial  is  set  by  one  of  the  co-chairs  of  the  Honors  and 
Ethics  Council,  who  will  run  the  trial,  but  has  no  voting 
power  A  panel  is  also  put  together  at  this  time.  The  panel 
consists  of  four  students  from  tlie  council,  Rvo  facultv'  members 
and  one  administrator 

Tlie  trial  itself  is  started  with  a  plea.  There  are  opening 
statements  by  the  investigator  and  die  advisor  The  accused  is 


also  allowed  to  address  die  panel  at  this  time  if  tliey  would 
radier  the  advisor  not  say  anything  on  dieir  behalf.  The  next 
step  in  the  trial  is  the  interviews  with  the  witnesses.  The 
investigator  goes  over  what  he  has  found  and  witnesses  are 
also  brought  in  at  this  time  to  give  their  statements  to  the 
panel  and  ;inswer  any  questions  tlie  panel  may  have.  After  the 
witnesses  ate  questioned,  the  investigator  tlien  asks  die  accused 
some  questions,  followed  by  the  panel,  and  dien  finally  the 
advisor  The  accused  dien  speaks  for  diemselves  in  the  closing 
statements  widi  any  last  comments  they  would  like  the  panel 
to  consider  and  dien  the  panel  leaves  to  deliberate  If  tlie 
person  is  found  guilty  by  the  panel,  the  panel  will  tlien  come 
out  and  ask  some  more  questions  and  place  a  sentence  A 
sentence  could  be  to  write  a  paper  of  some  sort,  suspension,  or 
expulsion,  depending  on  die  seriousness  of  the  offense. 

The  Honors  and  Ethics  Council  plays  an  important  role. 
Its  tasks  are  hard,  but  tliey  do  dieir  best  with  what  diey  have 
and  are  as  equitable  as  they  can  be.

Blackford,  Felder  Tackle  Second  Year  as  Heads  of  0GB 


If  you  asked  most  students  if  diey  would  like  to  give  up 
their  Wednesday  evenings,  along  widi  coundess  odier  houi^ 
during  the  week,  to  head  die  university's  leading  publication, 
diey  would  probably  say  no. 

But  Jenny  Blackford  and  Theresa  Felder  are  not  most 
students  Tliey  not  only  took  on  this  challenge  once  but  twice. 
Accomplishing  an  unordinary  feat.  Blackford  and  Felder  led 
die  Old  Gold  ami  Bhck  for  their  second  year  in  1999-2000 

Unlike  their  first  year  heading  the  newspaper  when 
Blackford  was  Editor  and  Felder  was  Managing  Editor,  this 
year  the  duo  shared  the  role  of  Editor  Blackford  and  Felder 
changed  little  from  their  first  year  with  the  exception  of  some 
minor  design  modifications.  One  thing  that  did  not  change 
was  dieir  unwavering  commitment  to  and  leadership  of  the 
Old  Gold  and  Black. 

Blackford  and  Felder  along  with  a  consistent  staff  that 
included  many  diree-year  and  four-year  members,  stayed  up 
until  the  wee  hours  of  the  morning  on  Wednesdays  to  bring 
news  to  die  campus, 

Tlie  controversy  over  a  proposed  same-sex  union  topped 
die  paper's  leading  news  stories,  \ews  articles  and  editorials 


about  what  was  first  interpreted  as  the  trustees  forbidding  die 
union  filled  the  newspaper  for  several  months  in  the  fall. 
Accompanying  die  same-sex  union,  WFDD's  restricted  coverage 
of  the  subject  was  also  fuel  for  many  stories  and  editorials. 
The  newspaper  also  became  the  new?  in  March  when  it 
chose  to  print  ;in  advertising  insert  that  advocated  Holocaust 
Revisionism,  Local  and  state  media  focussed  their  attendon 
on  die  paper  as  it  defended  free  speech  and  eventually  apologized 
for  printing  what  many  students  found  to  be  offensive 

Covering  die  other  side  of  the  newspaper  Scott  Bayzle 
continued  in  his  second  \ear  ;ls  Business  Manager  along  widi 
Laura  O'Connor  Bayzle,  however,  resigned  early  in  the  spring 
semester  and  O'Connor  took  full  control  of  the  office 

In  March.  Blackford  imd  Felder  named  Brian  Schiller  as 
dieir  successor  Schiller  chose  Jay  Cridlin  to  be  his  .Managing 
Editor 

Schiller  previously  was  News  Editor  widi  Elizabeth  Hoyle, 
who  took  over  as  the  Editor  of  the  electronic  edition,  Cridlin 
moved  up  from  Perspectives,

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Since  the  Deacons  seemed  to  receive  their 
Cliristmas  present  a  few  weeks  early  with 
an  upset  win  over  nationally  ranked  Georgia 
Tech,  a  Christmas  Day  Bowl  Game  in  Hawaii 
was  an  added  bonus.    Unfortunately  for 
Arizona  State,  the  Deacons  decided  to  play 
the  role  of  Santa  Clause  in  delivering  a  23-3 
size  lump  of  coal  in  the  Jeep  Aloha  Bowl. 

The  defense  of  the  deacons  dominated 
the  Arizona  Offense,  which  was  headed  up  by 
third-string  quarter  back  Griffin  Goodman.

Quarterback  Ben 
Sankey  lit  up  the  Sun  Devil  defense  for  1 88 
yards  on  13-22  (59%)    passing.    The  most 
spectacular  offensive  play  of  the  game  was  a  56- 
yard  touchdown  strike  from  Sankey  to 
Jimmy  Caldwell.  Leading  rusher  Morgan  Kain 
finished  the  game  with  83  yards  on  20  attempts. 
The  offensive  attack  was  capped  off  by  three 
field  goals  by  kicker  Matt  Burdick. 

At  the  end  of  the  day  the  deacons 
were  victorious  in  the  school's  first  bowl  bid 
since  1992.  The  victory  also  capped  off  an 
amazing  season  and  career  for  the  27  seniors 
on  this  team.  The  victory  was  a  Christmas 
Day  celebration  that  none  of  the  players  or  fans 
will  soon  forget.

The  regular  season  beg;ui  with  the  deacons 
racing  to  a  5-0  start.  This  beginning  features  a 
tremendous  19pointvictor\'overeventual  Final  Four 
participait  I'niversit}' of  Wisconsin.  The  Wisconsin 
team  was  held  to  only  14  points  in  the  first  half  by  a 
stifling  Deacon  defense.  Darius  Songaila  led  the 
team's  offense  with  l6  points  and  6  rebounds.  Five 
days  later  the  team  faced  an  even  greater  challenge  by 
taking  on  the  number  10  ranked  Temple  Owls.  Again^ 
the  defense  shined  as  the  defense  allowed  Temple  to  hit 
only  one  of  its  first  18  shots.  At  halftime  the  deacons  were 
up  by  26  and  it  looked  as  if  they  would  cmsh  the  Owls,  but  an 
career  high  33  poinLs  by  Temple's  Mark  Karcher  forced  the 
deacons  to  fight  it  out  till  the  end  to  pull  out  tlie  upset 
victory. 

The  deacons  sandwiched  three  wins  between 
two  last  second  heart  breaking  losses  against  Georgia 
and  Oregon .  The  Oregon  game  was  part  of  a  trip  to 
Hawaii  for  the  Rainbow  Ckissic  that  saw  tlie  deacons 
lose  2  of  their  3  games  and  need  to  go  to  double 
overtime  to  defeat  Ohio. 

A  return  to  the  east  coast  meant  the  beginning 
of  the  Adantic  Coast  Conference  Se-ason.  The  deacons 
opened  with  a  loss  at  home  to  Florida  State  thanks  for 
Seminole  Ron  Hale's  37  points.  After  a  win  at  Clemson,  the 
team  returned  to  the  friendly  confines  of  the  Joel  to  face 
hated  rival  UNC-Chapel  Hill.  Darius  Songaila  and 
Robert  O'Kelley  combined  for  34  points  to  upset  the 
heavih'  favored  Tarheels,  The  raucous  crowd  at  the 
Joel  stonned  the  floor  in  celebration  of  the  victorv'.

The  team 
demolished  a  heartless  Vanderbilt  team  by  1 5  points 
in  order  to  retum  home  to  face  New  Mexico  in  the 
second  round.  The  deacons  again  showed  their  skill 
by  working  together  to  defeat  the  Lobos  in  part  to  14 
points  by  O'Kelly  and  13  by  rookie  Josh  Howard.  The  third 
round  brought  back  memories  of  seasons  past  as  the  team  and 
fans  were  forced  to  travel  to  the  Greensboro  Coliseum  to 
face  defending  NIT  Ch;impion  Lhiiversity  of  California.

In  what  had  to  feel  like  vindication  for  Wake  Forest, 
Dave  Odom's  club  came  full  circle  in  winning  its 
first  ever  National  Invitational  Tournament  at 
Madison  Square  Garden  March  30.  The  Deacs  led  by 
tournament  MVP  Robert  O'Kelley's  f9  points  defeated 
Notre  Dame  7 1  -6 1  in  a  game  that  matched  two  highly 
competitive  and  closely  matched  teams. 

"I  am  absolutely  beside  myself  with  the  effort 

given  by  this  basketball  team  against  a  team  that  gave 

equal  effort,"  head  coach  Dave  Odom  said.  "They  matched 

us  toughness  for  toughness,  hustle  for  hustle,  sweat  for  sweat. 

The  difference  was  that  our  kids  made  big  plays  early  and 

just  refused  to  lose  the  lead." 

This  reftjsal  to  lose  the  lead  was  most  evident 
in  the  Deacons'  team  defense.  A  great  defensive  game 
plan  along  with  the  superior  defensive  play  of  Rafael 
Vidaurreta  and  Josh  Shoemaker  held  Big  East  player 
of  the  year  Troy  Murphy  to  a  very  quiet  20  points.  The 
rest  of  the  team  was  able  to  hold  Notre  Dame  to 
shooting  36  percent  from  the  floor  and  forced  17 
turnovers.

took  control  of  the  last  two  minutes  of  the  half  scori  n  g 
8  quick  points,  accentuated  by  a  pi^etty  spinning  drive 
by  Murphy  with  no  time  left  in  the  half  and  cutting 
the  lead  down  to  37-28. 

The  momentum  that  Notre  Dame  gained  at 
the  end  of  the  first  half  did  not  carr\'  over  into  the  second 
as  Wake  went  on  a  l6-to-5  run  to  open  up  the  second  half 
and  give  the  Demon  Deacons  a  20-point  lead.  Ervin  Murray 
scored  on  several  drives  into  the  lane,  and  O'Kelley  chipped 
in  with  two  3-pointers  as  the  Deacons  took  control  of  the 
game.

Tournament.  The  toumaiiient  was  held  at  Kentner  Stadium,  where  the  lady 
Deacons  rewrote  program  histon.  The  tournament  began  with  the  third 
meeting  with  the  North  Carolina  Tarheels.  The  team  w;is  victorious  again  by 
a  score  of  6-1.  In  the  championship  game  against  defending  ACC  champions, 
IVlaryland,  the  ladies  fought  hard,  overcoming  a  disallowed  goal,  to  come  out 
tied  1  - 1  through  regulation  and  one  overtime,  but  Mankind  scored  in  the 
second  overtime  and  won  the  championship. 

Despite  the  loss  the  Deacons  were  ranked  third  in  the  nation  and 
w^re  invited  to  the  NCAA  Tournament,  also  being  selected  to  host  the  first  two 
games  of  the  tournament  at  home. 

The  team  defeated  J;inies  .Madison  in  the  hrst  round,  3-0.  Ail  three 
goals  were  scored  by  Am\'  .Marchell.  The  next  game  was  against  Michigan  for 
a  chance  to  go  to  the  Final  Four  in  Boston.  The  game  went  into  overtime, 
tied  at  2-2.  During  the  second  overtime,  Michigan  scored  on  a  penalty  stroke 
and  won  3-2.

Ranked  15*  in  the  nation  by  the  NSCAA,  the 
Wake  Forest  women's  soccer  program  began  its 
season  on  October  27""  with  a  5-0  win  against  the 
Lady  Gamecocks  of  the  University  of  South 
Carolina.  Led  by  the  team's  three  graduating 
seniors,  Anne  Shropshire,  Karli  Schilling,  and  Beth 
Klein,  the  women's  soccer  team  proved  to  be  an 

intimidating  blend  of  youth,  talent  and  experience.

-  en 's  soccer  saw  one  of  the  best  seasons  in 
the  histoiy  of  the  pi'ograni.  Finishing  with  a 
13-.V5  record  overall,  they  performed  2-1-3  against 
ACC  teams.  This  perfomiance  earned  them  a 
third-place  ranking  in  the  eyes  of  the  NSCAA 
(National  Soccer  Coaches  Association  of  America). 
This,  the  highest  ranking  in  school  history,  spurred 
the  team  on  to  victories.  Opening  up  the  se;ison  with  a  6- 
1  win  over  Coastal  Carolina  ,2-1  over  College  of 
Charleston,  and  2-1  over  Liberty  boosted  the  men's 
morale.  They  pushed  on  to  tie  the  South  Carolina 
Gamecocks  (3-3)  and  defeat  Davidson  5-0.  This 
led  to  the  season's  first  ACC  game,  against  Virginia, 
left  in  a  1-1  tie.

The  team 
was  ranked  as  high  as  No.  2  nationally,  the  highest 
in  school  history.

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This  season  was  a  difficult  but  winning  one  for  the 
Wake  Forest  men's  tennis  team.  Starting  off  the 
seiison  with  two  wins,  then  midway  through  the 
season  trv'ing  to  maintain  a  winning  record  and 
dropping  to  6-7,  the  team  completed  the  season 
with  a  record  of  13-11  overall  and  3-5  in  the  ACC. 
Freshman  Michael  Murray  had  26  wins  during  the 
season,  setting  the  records  for  wins  by  a  freshman.  His 
overall  record  was  26- 12.  Sophomore  Justin 
Kaufman  and  partner,  freshman  Trent  Brendon, 
were  named  ACC  Flight  Champions  for  number 
three  doubles. 

In  the  hrst  match  of  the  ACC  Tennis 
Tournament  the  men  played  North  Carolina  and  lost  1-4. 
The  team  did  not  go  to  the  NCAA  Tournament. 

The  team  defeated  four  ranked  teams  during 
the  se;ison:  William  &  Mary,  Old  Dominion, 
Virginia  Tech,  and  Georgia  Tech,  In  ACC  standing, 
the  men's  tennis  team  finished  in  seventh  place, 
ranking  as  high  nationally  as  40*.

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The  women's  cross  countn'  team,  with  new 
head  coach  Annie  Bennett,  had  an 
impressive  season  with  first  place  finishes  and 
individual  members  producing  records  of  their 
own. 

The  women  competed  in  seven  matches. 
They  finished  in  first  place  at  the  Greensboro 
Invitational.  Second  place  finishes  were  captured 
at  the  Appalachian  State  Invitational,  the 
Winthrop  Invitational,  and  the  Lehigh  University 
Paul  Short  Run.  To  end  the  season,  the  women's 
cross  countiT  team  finished  fourteenth  in  the  Pre- 
NCAA  Meet,  fourth  in  the  ACC  Championships,  and 
fifth  in  the  NCAA  Regional  Championships. 

Senior  Janelle  Kraus  was  named  the  ACC 


Runner  of  the  Week  for  two  weeks  in  September 
She  was  a  NCAA  qualifier  and  was  named  a 
member  of  the  All-America  Team  along  with 
senior  Jill  Snyder  Kraus  won  first  place  at  the 
Winthrop  Invitational  Championships  and  the 
Appalachian  State  Invitational  Championships. 
Junior  Kelly  Brady  had  a  first  place  victory  at  the 
Greensboro  Invitational  Championships.  Snyder 
won  second  place  at  the  Greensboro  Invitational, 
and  these  finishes,  along  with  impressive  finishes 
from  the  rest  of  the  team  helped  the  women  come 
in  first  place  overall. 

The  women's  cross  country  team  ended 
their  season  ranked  fourth  in  the  ACC  and  fifth  in 
the  NCAA  Southeast  Region.  They  were  ranked  as 
high  as  nineteenth  during  the  season.

With  only  two  seniors  on  the  team,  the  men  woi'ked 
hard  to  pi^pare  themselves  for  what  could  have  been 
a  tough  season  for  most  teams  in  their  situation.

national  polls,  the  women's  golf  team  worked  hard 
to  compete  with  other  universities  in  the  ACC  and 
around  the  nation.  Several  team  members  went  on 
to  place  in  tournaments  and  improved  iis  the  se;ison 
progressed. 

In  October,  Wake  Forest  participated  in  the 
Lady  Tarheel  Invitational  in  Chapel  Hill,  NC,  where 
the\  finished  fifth  out  of  fifteen  overall.  Later  the  same 
week  in  October  the  ladies  travelled  to  Knoxville,TN  for  the 
Mercedes-Benz  Women's  Golf  Championship.  Wake  Forest 
won  third  place  out  of  eighteen,  led  by  Maria  Beautell 
andNuriaClau. 

Both  Beautell  and  Clau  came  from  Spain 
;is  freshmen  this  season.  They  knew  no  one  but 
each  other.  Beautell  had  five  top-20  finishes.  Clau 
had  six. 

In  the  ACC  tournament,  the  team  did  well, 
placing  second  out  of  five.  The  team  was  par  72  for 
the  entire  tournament  and  junior  Marta  Prieto  led  the 
te;im,  placing  fourth  overall,  followed  by  Maria  Beautell  who 
placed  ninth. 

In  the  NCAA  East  Regional  Tournament  the 
women  placed  seventh  out  of  twenty  again  par  72  for 
the  tournament  overall.  Prieto  again  led  the  team, 
placing  eleventh,  while  Beautell  was  right  behind 
her  with  thirteenth  place. 

The  team  is  still  young,  with  several 
talented  women  who  work  hard  to  improve  their 
skills.  Next  season  will  bring  a  great  amount  of  talent 
with  a  lot  of  potential

Despite  an  extremely  young  roster,  the  Wake  Forest 
men's  golt'  team  turned  in  a  very  promising 
1999-2000  season.  The  men  continued  to  improve 
throughout  the  year,  winning  two  tournament  titles 
while  using  an  all-sophomore  and  freshman  lineup  in 
every  game  but  three. 

In  the  fall,  the  Deacs  struggled  in  their  first 
and  last  tournaments  but  did  well  in  the  other  three. 
Wake  won  its  first  team  trophy  in  four  years  at  the 
Cavalier  Classic.  Three  team  members  finished  in  the 
top  hve,  including  sophomore  individual  medalist  Jay 
iMorgan. 

Wake  Forest  enjoyed  a  fine  spring  season, 
finishing  in  the  top  half  of  the  held  in  seven  of  nine 
events  and  taking  home  another  team  title  at  The 
Intercollegiate  at  MacGregor  Downs. 

Freshman  Brent  Wanner  earned  several 
honors  this  season.  Wanner  was  named  to  the  All-ACC 
Men's  Golf  Team,  and  was  one  of  five  players  named  to 
the  Golf  Coaches  Association  of  America  (GCAA)  All- 
Freshman  Teain.  He  collected  six  top  10  finishes  and 
finished  the  season  ranked  No.  42  in  the  nation  in  the 
Golfweek/Sagarin  ratings. 

Sophomore  Jay  Morgan  was  the  team's  MVP 
for  the  year  He  played  in  all  14  tournaments,  and  was 
the  team's  top  finisher  six  times.  He  was  ranked  second 
in  stroke  average  during  the  year.  Morgan  won  his  first 
career  tournament  on  the  fall  at  the  Cavalier  Classic. 
The  men  earned  a  fourth-place  showing  at 
the  ACC  Championship  to  secure  a  postseason  bid  and 
placed  1 1th  at  the  NCAA  East  Regional  to  advance  to 
the  NCAA  Championships  for  the  first  time  since  1997. 
Seeded  29th  out  of  30  teams.  Wake  Forest  made  a 
strong  showing  at  the  NCAAs,  finishing  15th. 
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Tihe  Women's  Track  and  Field  Team  set  some  records  of 
ts  own  during  its  2000  season.  While  only  ranked 
eighth  in  the  ACC,  the  team  did  receive  national 
attention  and  brought  home  several  first  place  wins 
in  individual  events. 

The  women  were  ranked  third  in  the  nation 
I    for  their  4.\1500-nieter  squad  this  seiison.  Thiswas 
based  on  the  team's  accomplishments  in  the  1999 
Penn  State  relajs.  Jill  Snyder,  Allison  Anabaldi,  and 
Janelle  Kraus  were  apart  of  that  relay  team  when 
they  ran  a  17:39-72.  The  team's  Distance  Medley 
squad  w:is  also  ranked  8"'  in  the  United  States.  That 
squad  hnished  7th  at  the  Penn  Relays  in  1999  with  a  time 
of  11:13.20. 

Several  team  members  helped  the  season  to  be  a 
notable  one.  Janelle  Ki'auswastheACC  5,000-meter 
Champion  for  indoors  and  outdoors,  the  ACC  3,000- 
meter  Champion  for  outdoors,  Ail-American  for 
outdoors  in  the  5.000-meter  run,  NCAA  qualifier  for 
the  5,000-nieter  run  (the  only  Wake  Forest 
automatic  qualifier) ,  and  she  w:ls  All-ACC  for 
indoors  and  outdoors  track.  Jill  Snyder  w;is  the  ACC 
mile  mn  Champion  for  indoors,  the  ACC  1,500- 
meter  Champion  for  outdoors,  Ail-American  for 
outdoors  1 , 500-meter  run,  All-ACC  indoors  and 
outdoors,  and  was  named  ACC  perfomier  of  the  week  in 
February  for  indoors  track.  Summer  Shaw  was  also  All-ACC 
for  outdoors  track  and  won  second  place  in  the  800-meter 
run  at  the  ACC  Outdoor  Championships. 

TWo  athletes,  Kraus  and  Snyder,  qualified  for 
the  NCAA  Championships  for  the  second  consecutive 
year  Flizabeth  Washam  and  Summer  Shaw  tied 
the  record  pole  vault  with  a  top  j  ump  of  3.15 
meters. 

The  amazing  heights  achieved  by  the 
pole  vaulters  were  only  part  of  the  heights  the  team 
hoped  to  reach  during  the  season.  Individual 
accomplishments  and  improvements  during  this 
season  have  laid  the  foundation  needed  to  reach  those 
heights.

I  was  concerned,  however,  because  I  noticed  Wake  Forest  didn't  have  an  office  of 
disabled  student  affairs.  This  was  important  because  I've  had  a  severe  to  profound 
hearing  impairment  since  I  was  15  and  I  am  legally  deaf  by  NC's  definition.  I  knew 
college  would  present  me  with  challenges  beyond  anything  I  had  encountered  before. 
During  my  first  semester  here,  I  dropped  classes  and  completely  rearranged  my 
schedule  to  lighten  my  workload  while  I  worked  with  LAC  to  acquire  an  assistive 
listening  system  to  help  me  understand  my  professors.  This  device  has  helped 
immensely,  but  some  classes  were  still  very  difficult,  I've  had  to  get  a  few  classes 
moved  to  rooms  with  better  acoustics  :uid  have  had  to  get  notes  from  chissmates  on 
many  occasions.  I'm  pleased  to  be  able  to  say  that  I've  done  very  well  in  spite  of  the 
difficulties  I've  experienced  because  of  my  deafness.  I  also  know  that,  because  of  the 
challenges  I've  faced,  awareness  of  disability  issues  on  cainpus  is  much  greater  than 
when  I  arrived  here  and  steps  have  been  taken  to  make  the  campus  more  accessible 
to  the  hearing  impaired.  In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  my  professors  and 
members  of  the  LAC  staff  for  their  understanding  and  support.

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Editor's 
Note 


A  few  weeks  prior  to  starting  at  Wake  as  a  freshman,  I  wote  the  required  essay  on  what  I  wanted  to  accomplish  in  the  next  four  years.  One  of  my  goals  was 
to  become  the  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  Howler  bv  my  senior  vear  Little  did  I  know  the  shambles  that  the  Howler  was  in  or  how  quickly  the  role  of  Editor  would  be 
tlirust  upon  me.

We  soh  ed  the  technolog}'  problem  througli  the  generosit\-  of  our  publisher  and  we  purch;ised  the  newest  xei-sion  of  PageMaker.  I  was  lucky  enougli  to  build 
a  staff  of  individuals  who  have  a  passion  for  yearbook  so  hopefully  that  ( and  proper  recruiting  of  staffers)  will  translate  into  a  constant  staff  for  years  to  come.  The 
staff  dedicated  iLself  to  putting  a  main  stor\'  on  almost  e\er\-  la\out  in  the  book.  This  hopefully  will  enable  a  better  retelling  of  the  \ear  at  Wake  when  \ou  look  back 
on  tliis  book  in  20  or  30  years.  To  ensure  tliat  the  Howler  would  get  the  photographs  it  requested,  we  followed  in  the  fooLsteps  of  the  Old  Gold  &  Black  by  establishing 
our  own  internal  photography  staff.

After  distributing  the  '98  and  '99  books  in  late  September  the  campus  once  again  knew  tliat  yes.  Wake  Forest  does  ha\'e  a  \earbook.  Once  we  st;ined 
production,  we  had  to  battle  our  way  thorough  staff  attrition  &  defections  because  of  a  lack  of  work  &  photographs  that  saw  our  robust  staff  of  30  students  in  August 
dwindle  down  to  the  eleven  people  whose  names  appear  on  the  opposite  page.
